VERY LATE AND IMPORTANT FROM 
EUROPE—PRUSSIAN DECLARATI 
ON AGAINS'P POLAND—SPEECH 
OF THE KING OF FRANCK-SUC¬ 
CESSFUL FRENCH ATTACK. OF 
LISBON. 


Ssrious apprehensions appear to be enter¬ 
tained in ccrtaio quarters lest the conduct of 
Prussia in regard to Poland should lead to a 
declaration of war on the pact of Franco a- 
gainst the former power. Our apprehensions, 
howcTer, aro tho very reverse. We fear that 
Franee will not declare war against Prussia; 
but, at the same time, wc must sny that, if the 
French government did not take some effect¬ 
ual steps to enforce the neutrality of that na- 
tiun, they will prove themselves the veriest 
poltroons that ever were placed at the head of 
a great people. The same remarks will ap¬ 
ply, though not perhaps with equal force, to 
our Cubinet, shoulJ they quietly suffer the ag¬ 
gressions of Prussia against Poland. 

Our Funds continue heavy. This is attrib¬ 
utable to the gloomy aspect of foreign polities 
—at least we arc not aware of any other cause 
for the depression. Consols for money and 
Account, which left off yesterday at 3H, o 
pencil this morning at bil, were afterwards 
doue as low as 821, when they again reached 
821, and finally closed at 8-2J J. The heavy 
stocks are all a shadow lower. 

THE POLES — L’he accounts are of a 
gloomy character, as it respects this brave, 
gdllnnt, and devoted people.

and declares nothing as to the foreign policy 


of the miuistry which hud not been anticipat¬ 
ed from preceding events, except the detnol 


tin- Russian Army in Poland—and to treat the 
Pules as revolted subjects: in fine, that the. 
present state of Prussia is inaciii-itn but not 
.tcutrulihj, Tliis declaration will, no doubt, 
change Ihe policy oTour Cabinet, for, tbe sys¬ 
tem of non-iiitri veiilinq nut being adhered to 
by nth- r powers, wc are not to k-ep; besides, m- 
acticitij is a voluntary situation vv hicli makes 
iiu engagements, and which is ag. inst thu sys¬ 
tem of non intervention; for Prussia to say to¬ 
day it will ivdlu re lo neutrality—to-morrow it 
may entir Poland with its armies, without oili¬ 
er Powers liav mg a word to s iy —France can¬ 
not permit Ibis new polite ’ Munition, which, 
in I u:t, is nothing else than direct intervention. 
Our Cabinet, we trust, will, un this oecasion, 
siijipmt those liberal principles abroad which 
wv are strenuously advocating ut home.” 

l'lie London Morning Iler.vbl of the 28lh 
July corroborates thu above statement in the 
following terms:— 

"Prussia lias at length wholly cast aside the 
flimsy mask which she has hitliertoo worn with 
respect to Poland. A correspondent, upon 
whose authority we can rely, last night com 
nuinicatcd to us the following statement; "The. 
Pi ussian Government at length tinbliiahingly 
il lias hitherto scarcely tuken pains to disguise. 

It avows the foul partisanship to Russia which 
it has just put forth a declaration of intervention, 
which is nothing less than a declaration of war 
against poor neglected, but still magnanimous 
Poland. In Ibis Btate. |>nper the government 
admits broadly that it is no longer neutral, 
and it then proceeds to contend for its right, 
under treaties, of supplying tbe Russian uimy 
on its Irontiers in Polnud, with arms, ammuni¬ 
tion, nnd all the necessaries of war. It con¬ 
cludes by stating if it dues not at once proceed 
to adopt more rigorous measures, it it to be 
undo stood us arising fromtbw position which il 
has at present taken up, which is one of “in¬ 
activity" not neutrality. 

“Here, then, is Ihe first direct departure 
from that system of neutrality amongst the 
Great Powers of Europe which has hcen look¬ 
ed upou hitherto as tying up the hands of the 
English and French Governments, with res¬ 
pect to Poland. But if Prussia, from the mid¬ 
dle ground, advances upon one side two pacts 
towards Russia, why may not other powers, 
without any violation ol the principles of trea¬ 
ties, advance two paces on the other, towards 
imploring, nnd, we fear, expiring Poland. 1 — 
Is it that the reproach is to bu eternal, that 
despotism and oppression ever find willing and 
active suppurters, w hilst the cause of injured 
liberty and oppressed nations never meets with 
but languid trivial* and sluggish champion*? 
We are nut sorry that Prussia has thus exposed 
itsclt; the undisguised hostility of un enemy is 
belter Ilian tbe base treachery of a pretcudni' 
Iriend, und the holy cause of Poland may re 
quire un accession of sympathy by the increas¬ 
ed detestation which Ibis new uct of baseness 
vvdl produce amongst all the well-disposed peo 
pie ol Europe, already loo much disgusted 
with the double faced conduct or Prussia up¬ 
on this subject. Our correspondent hopes that 
II* 0 chungu of situation will not escape the no¬ 
tice ol our Government, a hope in which we, 
uverse us vve arc lo see tho country upon nny 
account commuted to war, warmly entertain. 
1 liu subject is, liuwuver, worthy of their seri¬ 
ous consideration.'’ 

A Loudon paper of the 30lb, in reference 
tu the above subject, sajs:

Advantage has been tsken by 
tbe government, of tbe financial embarrass¬ 
ments of Lufitle, who, while inoflice, sacri¬ 
ficed Ids fortune to the public good. 

It is stated from Prussia, that Berlin was 
threatened by thu cholura, and that 1500 per 
s ms bad fled from that capital. In St. Peters¬ 
burg, 1230 persons in all b id been seized with 
the cholera, 5J1 had died, and 605 bad re¬ 
mained sick. At Alga 4141 cases bad occur 
red before the 10th, -2J17 were cured, uud of 
1305 cases, 015 deaths. 

Tbe President of the Bank of Poland, who 
is in London,has pulili-,|icd an appeal lo the na¬ 
tives of Europe, on behalf ol his heroic couu 
tryincn. 

(Jrent Britain. —The Reform Bill is yet un¬ 
der discussion iu committee, und very slow 
progress is made therein. The opposition 
contends manfully, and loses not mi inch ol 
ground by inattention or neglect. The major¬ 
ities of ministers ou several questions, have 
been greatly reduced. Meantime the press 
arraigns the members hy name, and cxeictses 
u poweilul influence in lavor of the hill. In 
the case of every borough which has thus far 
been discussed, tbe disiraucliiscmeiit has been 
carried by ministers. 

There hud been reports of the appearance 
of the Cholera Morbus ut Glasgow. But the 
following article from the Courier of the JOlli 
July, shows that tliero was no cause for the a- 
lurm: 

Wo have already stated that the Lords of 
the Privy Council had sent Dr. Down to Port 
Glasgow, to inquire into the eases of Cholera 
morbus which were reported to have occurred 
there. That genfolman had addressed a let¬ 
ter upon the subject lo Mr. Ureville, the Clerk 
of the Council, dated Port Glasgow, July 27, 
ol which the following is on extract. It is 
with great pleasure we find that it nega¬ 
tives the alarming reports which have been 


prevalent on the subject.

The news is of the greatest importance, 
conveying as it does, the account of a splendid 
victory obtained by the Poles over the Rus 
si,ins, in which they took 14,000 prisoners nnd 
eighty pieces of artillery. Also the particulars 
of anotner Revolution in Italy, and the account 
of the Three days in Paris. 

The first accounts of the glorious victory of 
the Poles, xvas communicated by the Govern¬ 
ment to the People of Paris on the 29th Jujy; 
but it xvas subsequently rumoured that the vic¬ 
tory xvas nothing more than the defeat of Ru- 
diger’seorps. Passengers hoxvever, afterwards 
arrived at Paris on tho evening of tho 30th 
xvho confirmed tho news as first communica¬ 
ted. The account was published in London 
on the morning of the first in the second edi¬ 
tion of the Herald, but in consequence of the 
rumor alluded to,the evening papers of that day 
did not republish it. On the evening of the 
second, the confirmation hy the passengers 
xv.*s received, and the evening papers of that 
day published the aecuunt as worthy of belief. 

The only paragraph calculated to throw a 
doubt upon the truth of this nexvs is one, from 
QuntUlicne of the SOlh, speculating on the sit¬ 
uation of the armies, xvliich we publish; but 
tin! fact that the London evening papers of the 
first and morning papers of the second refused 
to give the aernunt, and that on the second the 
Courier did publish it on the authority of the 
I nest arrival Iroin Paris—authorises a belief 
that is correct—What is more the denial, nnd ; 
the only one, is in the Quotidiene of the 30th; 
whereas the last and no doubt true account, 
is contained in the JilesMgcr ties Chambrct of 
the 1st of August—txxo days Inter! There is 
good reason to credit the account of the vioto 
ry, xvliich God grant may bo true. 

It is confidently saiil that if Lafitto is elec¬ 
ted President of the Chambors, France xvill 
declare fur Poland. The Chronicle says: 

“Much depends on the choice of the Pre¬ 
sident ol tho Chamber of Deputies. There 
is, xve believe, no doubt, that if M. Labile be 
chosen, tbe Perrier administration xvill re¬ 
sign, which xvill in all probability be the sig¬ 
nal for xvar. Those at Paris xvho are well in¬ 
formed dwell much on the private inclination 
of the King for M. Lafitte. The supposed in 
cliuation of the King xvill no doubt, have iti 
influence on the choice ” 

At tho opening of the London Bridge, Sir 
Rohei" Peel having been recognized on tbe 
river, was hissed so heartily that lie evidently 
fell his situation must uncomfortable, and 
seemed greatly chagrined, and lady Peel 
seemed to be much alarmed. At the close of 
tlia entertainment, however, a number of his 
fiicuds surrounded him, and hu was loudly 
cheered liy them, xvbile lie xvas hissed by the 
people on the banks. 

At Bt. Petersburg the cholera continued in¬ 
creasing to a frightful extent. There has been, 
up to tbe 14th, 41)10 cases, and 2249 deaths. 
Ax Archangel and ut Riga il had very consi¬ 
derably abated; but ulCronstadlit had increas¬ 
ed, and at this last place (he deaths had been 
upwards of a hundred a day. 

King LnoruLU the 1st has announced his 
intentions of marrying the Princess M.xsu: of 
France, und arrangeiueuts for the ceremony 
are being made. 

It appears that Lord Coxvley is on Iris re¬ 
turn from bis embassy to Vienna, and is to be 
succeeded by Mr. L imb. 

There is no account of the death of Nicho¬ 
las as stated on some of the bulletins. It is 
no doubt a mistake, made by some of our co 
temporaries founded on the following para 
gru^ib from Galignani: 

' “ Tbe Emperor Trajan died of the cholera, 
after Iris return from his great victory over 
Ihe Dacians. The disease hastened Iris re¬ 
turn: lie stopped in Cilicia; and in the town 
of Belinus, ufterxvards Trajanopulis, expired a 
few days after tITe first attack, in August, A 
D. 177, nftera reign of 19 1 2 years." 

The Reform Bill progresses slowly. On 
the 2d August, tho commons infranchised Ihe 
three great manufacturing toxvns of Manches¬ 
ter, Birmingham and Leeds.

EXPRESS FROM PARIS. 

Wc huvo just received the whole of the Pa¬ 
ris papers ol Saturday, and those dated yes¬ 
terday. In conscqiicneo of Ihe national fete 
on '1 bursting, tho Journals generally did not 
ap|H!Hr on Friday. The only exceptions were, 
the representatives of theextreme parties, xvho 
made a point of conscience not to appear to 
countenance the solemnity: these were, La 
Quotidenne and Gazette de France, the rep 
rcsentatives of tho exiled fonrily; La Tribune, 
of the Republican*; Lu Globe, of tbe St.Siin- 
nnists and L'Av> ir, ofthe high Catholic Church 
parly. The Monitcur, us an official paper, 
also appeared. 

These papers contain lengthy descriptions 
of the national fetes xvliich xvero celebrated 
in the capital on the three last days of the 
week, and which appear to have correspon¬ 
ded with the programme we Ii ivr. already pub 
lishcii to them, l'lie whole affair passed qui¬ 
etly, hut our correspondent adds, rather flatly, 
l'lie military review ou Saturday, hoxvever, 
was a brilliant affair, and from 89,000 to 100,- 
000 men appeared underarms.—Tho excite 
meiit naturally produced by this display xvas 
greatly heightened by a report which xvas at 
that seasonable moment communicated bv 
Goveunment, of n great victory leaving been 
obtained by the I’olcs over the Russians, xvith 
a loss of 10,000 killed and 17,000 taken pri¬ 
soners.—The announcement had an electric 
effect; the National Guards and the pcoplo em¬ 
braced each other in transports ol joy, and the 
air wus rent by shouts of defiance to the poxver 
of the Despot, and vows of devotion to the 
causa of Ihe patriots. 

Alt extensive insurrection xvas reported to 
have broken out in Hungary, in favour uf the 
Foies. One fact is unqestionable—that money 
wine, provisions and medicines, from Hunga¬ 
ry, dully arrived in the Polish capital.

ture, nnd with an outfit, aid anil protection,to 
enable them to reach the placo chosen by them 
for their uhode, and to establish thcmsclvrs in 
comfort. 'Those xvho aro sincerely interested 
in tho fahi ol the uborginos of the territory o 
ver xvhich our States have spread, will be gra- 
idied to see io the plan adopted by tho Prosi 
deut, all their xvislics accomplished. Unlike 
tho tribes of tbe New England States, which 
have vanished under tho guardianship of phi¬ 
lanthropic overseers, the western Indians will 
he preserved as an independent people beyond 
our frontiers, sustained by their original pur-

Geptirwrh:—Y our letter of the 30th ult. 
upon the subject of Missionaries employed by 
the Board of'Directors of the United Brethren 
Missions, among the Cherokee Indians residing 
in Georgia, has been received. 

I have the highest respect for the general 
character of the Unitnrt Brethren, anil entire 
confidence that their Board of Missions has, 
m its efforts to improvo and christianize the 
heathen and savage aborigines of our country, 
been directed by the most pious and lienevo- 
lent motives. I regret that your Missionaries 
should have fou.n^l any difficulty in complying 
with the requirements of the Laws o^the State. 
The principal bliject of those laws has been to 
remove from the Cherokees white men of bad 
character, and those who from mistaken views 
of the rights and powers ofthe State have been 
engaged in exciting the Indians to sedition 
and op|Kisition to tho policy of the Govern¬ 
ment. The officer of the guard, which has 
been stationed among the Cherokees to pro¬ 
tect the public property from trespass, and to 
arrest violators of the law, bus been directed 
specially to bring to trial every white tu.m who 
in any manner commits an injury u)>on our 
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tho Cherokee population. And it is a source of 
ure high satisfaction, to believe, that, under the 


present administration of (he laws of the Stutc, 
the rights of liberty, personal security, and 
private property, belonging to the Indians, aro 
far better protected than '.bey two been here 
toforc. ' - , 

According to your request, and in full con 
fiilencc that your Missionaries will conform to 
your directions, (be commending officers of the 
guard will be directed to wait with them until 
they can conveniently remove from the State, 
or taka the oath required by law. 

I canuot close this letter, without expressing 
the fullest conviction that Ibe removal of the 
Cherokees to (lie west of the Mississippi, will 
result to their advantage, and the hope that 
such removnl, instead of embarrassing the ef¬ 
forts of Christiana in communicating to them 
llie light and saving influence of the Gospel, 
will prove the efficient means of obtaining lor 
them the most satisfactory success.

Ho was,upon his arrest, carried 
before one oflh'-judgcs of tho Superior Court, 
by a writ of habeas corpus, and discharged 
upon the ground that lie was a Missionary, 
nud that Missionaries worn agcntsofllie Unit- 
.1 Stales, and consequently uot subject to Ibe 
penalty of the law prohibiting the residence 
of white persons among the Indians. It is 
not necessary to say any thing about the cor¬ 
rectness of Ibis decision. It i» due both to tins 
United States and Georgia, that its effects 
should be obviated Mr. Thompson is report 
ed to have been very active in exciting the In ■ 
diant to their attempt to sustain an independ¬ 
ent Government, and no doubt will feel secure I 
in continuing his mischievous exertions unless 
the laws ofthe State can have their proper 
operation upon his conduct. For this pur¬ 
pose 1 must request from you an official as¬ 
surance, that the Rev. John Thompson, now 
residing mining the Ctieroke.es in Georgia, 
is not hii agent or the United States, and that 
no religious missionaries, us such, are agents 
of the Government.

MINISTRY, COMMENCEMENT-OF 

Hostilities between Belgium 

AND HDLUANU. SPREAD OF THE 
CHOLERA MORBUS. 

By thu ship Georgia, from Liverpool, arriv¬ 
ed at Boston, we have Lomftnjlates to August 
5, and Liverpool fo the fitli. Two days later 
than before rccuived. » . 

Tho fi|st, and perhaps mort important item 
is the total chango of the French ministry, 
produced by llio vote of tho Chamber of Dep¬ 
uties in choosing a President. On the dilbal 
lot, a majority of only five votes elected, the 
Ministerial candidate; whereuffbn, the Presi 
lent of tin Council, M. Osinter- Pcrler, im¬ 
mediately tendered his resignation, in which 
Tie was followed by the other ministers. The 
chief aim of*M. Perrier's ministry, as to 
external politics, having been to preserve 
France from, war, we may now with more, 
probability anticipate that theory ofthe youn¬ 
ger portion of the French to take port for Po 
land, and to humble Austria for her conduct 
iu Italy, may prevail. 

This change certainly threatens a general 
war,although the King is struggling ones more 
to form a pacific cabinet. But should he 
succeed, the prospect is (list it would not stand 
a.week. The London Star ofthe 4th,(*jvening; 
spouks of three lists of the New Minsters hav¬ 
ing been received from Paris, all from highly 
intelligent sources, and adds, 

“Wo venture, however, fti assert, t!»t nei¬ 
ther of tbarn will satisfy the present temper 
of Frauen, and what is more, neither of them 
will eomm|nd a majority in the Chamber. 
Thu King seems to be a stranger to the wish¬ 
es of the nation, or, from some peculiarity of 
character, to bo intent on thwarting it.

U'xve may 
draw a conclusion from xvliat has happened at 
other plaCas—and the duftlhs hitherto have 
been greater in prajiortioii to llie cases—we 
should say the diseise is only in its infancy at 
St. Petersburg. At Archangel is decimated 
the population. 

From ilia S9th to the 30th June there had 
b^en at lMej-sluirgli upwards of 30 cases, and 
JOdeaths—more than 13 deaths a day. From 
the 30lh of June to the 8th of July there xvere
